German Co-operation 
of Battleships and 
Subs Shown 


[By the Associated PressJ 
Berlin, March 24—A German ac­ 
count of Hie .stalking of a British 
convoy through the north and south 
Atlantic and the sinking of 22 mer- 
ehantment totalling 126,000 tons (by 
warship-protected nazi submarines) 
was related today by eyewitnesses 
who said they saw the attacks last 
week. 
Six British Ships At Once 
"A cat and mouse drama on -a 
sub-tropic, mid-Atlantic stage" was 
the way the beginning of tho as­ 
saults was described, with six Brit­ 
ish ships aggregating 51,000 tons de­ 
clared accounted for over a two-day 
period. 
Then, according to this German- 
drawn picture, 16 more steamers to­ 
talling 75,000,000 tons were picked 
off one by one cm another “lucky 
day” in the north Atlantic. 
The series of assaults, in which 
the German surface flotilla reputed­ 
ly stood oft British men-o’war shep­ 
herding the convoy while U-boats 
darted in to ram home their tor­ 
pedoes. were hailed as “probably the 
first success by cooperation of bat­ 
tleships and U-boats in ocean war­ 
fare.” 
First in German Naval History 
Authorized Germans hailed the 
attack as the first war operation in 
the Atlantic by groups of German 
battleships in German naval his­ 
tory. 
One witness said that when the 
German 
flotilla 
commanded 
by 
Fleet Admiral Guenther Luetjens 
approached the British convoy “we 
sighted enerny fighting craft in­ 
cluding a battleship of the Malaya 
class.” 
(Tile Malaya, listed in Jane’s 
fighting ships as one of the 
Queen Elizabeth class, is a 31,- 
100-ton battleship built in 1915 
and armed with eight 15-lnch 
guns and 12 six -inch guns as 
her most powerful weapons. 
(British sources have said the 
German 
battleships 
Bcharn- 
horst and Oneisenau, 26,000-ton 
sister ships built in 1936 and 
carrying nine 11-iuch guns and 
12 guns of slightly less than 
six 
inches 
as 
their 
heaviest 
weapons, participated blethe at­ 
tack on the convoy. 
The German’s Story 
Tile observer, who was aboard a 
German battleship, went on with 
tills account of the raid; 
“Then the game storied 
For two 
days, time and again we, felt each 
other out, only to separate again. 
“Numerous 
times 
tile 
(British) 
battleship atoned 38 centimeter guns 
at. us. 
But tile cannon were silent. 
She allowed no inclination to fight. 
“A plane from aboard cair op­ 
ponent went aloft to size up tile sit­ 
uation, remaining at a respectful 
distance from us, discernible around 
tile cloud rims for only 20 or 30 
seconds at a time 
“Tile idea was that his enemy was 
supposed to make some mistake. We 
knew better. The convoy, which was 
proceeding north of this area, quick­ 
ly learned to its surprise that our 
battleships were not alone. 
“U-boats sank 33,000 tons out of 
the convoy during the night, and the 
next day added 10,000 tons. 
In the 
meantime, during our game with the 
enemy, 
we 
sank 
an 
8,000-ton 
freighter." 
126.000 Tons Accounted For 
The observer said another “lucky 
day” in the north Atlantic netted 
16 
steamers totaling 75,000 
tons, 
which aeording to his figures made 
the total sinkings during the cruise 
126,000 
tons. 
Official figures an­ 
nounced earlier said the sinkings in 
these operations aggregated 116,000 
tons. 
The observer said “our job was not 
to look for fights but to disturb 
shipping and distract enemy fight­ 
ing craft from other tasks,” and 
added: 
“We were delighted that 
our first appearance probably put 
the whole British fleet in motion.”

The body of Busse, riddled with

The prosecutor reconstructed the 
slaying as follows: 
The killer coolly waited for Busse 
to return to his cabin from 
work. 
He sat in the cabin, spitting tobacco 
juice on the walls and floor. W hen 
Busse appeared, the m an fired at 
him once through a window and six 
times a t close range. 
Dog Guards Victims Body 
Busse’s pet dog 
was 
standing 
guard over th e 
tom 
and 
bloody 
body of his m aster when police a r­ 
rived, and it took considerable coax­ 
ing 
to get 
the 
faithful 
anim al 
away. 
“The suspect has 
been 
missing 
from his home since Friday m orn­ 
ing and we are looking for him as 
the slayer," said

he left he took along his m other’s 
12-gauge shotgun.

as 
Busse and a third person. 
He and 
Busse were enemies of long stan d ­ 
ing.”

Loss Is $25,000 as 
Story Building 
Burns, Sunday 


At 4:30 o’clock Sunday morning 
a fire of unknown origin completely 
destroyed 
the large three - story 
fram e building—40 feet by 120 feet 
—a t Union Mills, Maryland, owned 
by Roy Kindig and occupied by a 
general store, doctor’s office and bar­ 
ber shop. 
The fire was discovered by pass­ 
ing motorists, enroute to Harrisburg, 
who aroused Howard Bankert, resid­ 
ing next door. 
He in turn called 
Mr. Kindig and nearby neighbors. 
The smoke and flames were then 
coming out of the rear windows of 
the store.

Mr. Yeizer, the father-in-law of Mr, 
Kindig, conducted it for fifty years, 
Mr. Kindig has operated it for a 
period of twenty-one years. 
The fire companies of both W est­ 
m inster and Pleasant Valley re­ 
m ained on the scene until Sunday 
afternoon.

It is 30.2 miles from G ettys­ 
burg to the Tunnel route via 
Carlisle. From the tunnel route 
into Carlisle the road is in poor 
condition and it is unlikely that 
a modern highway would be 
constructed a t that point. It is 
more likely that the term inus of 
this s u g g e s t e d improvement 
would be at Middlesex.

Breeze wood iis 63 miles from 
the Carlisle interchange. There 
are four tunnels on this section 
of the road and the passenger 
car toll is 65c.

One was hardly aware of 
east-bound '■caffle 
I is 65 miles from Breezewood 
to Gettysburg via the Lincoln 
Highway. 
The interchange af­ 
fords an excellent connecting

This 
could be developed and several 
angles developed along this line 
from which Gettysburg could 
benefit.

“. . . I was riding in front of the 
line on ‘Ashby’ and officers and 
men cried to me to dismount. I 
saw that I was alone on horseback. 
But I was about to turn the brigade 


in the mind of an individual. Prime 
that well sufficiently and you will 
get a gush of knowledge that will 
satisfy your fullest curiosity. 
People are interested most In what 
is related closest to their own lives. 
Thus it is that we ore all interested 
most in what human beings think, 
and what they do. Tile autobiog­ 
raphy of a man or woman is far 
more interesting than any novel, 
for it is closer to life and we keep 
relating our own experiences to what 
it relates. 
We are always curious about how 
other people live, their habit, and 
ambitions. The more curious we are 
about any subject the more is our 
interest aroused. A man could spend 
p lifetime in studying the life and 
habits of the tiny ant—and yet be 
unable to exhaust the subject. Insect 
life is an endless study, and tre­ 
mendously interesting and absorb­ 
ing. Indeed, all Nature and its crea­ 
tures furnish as fascinating a career 
of study as anything in this world. 
There are few people from whom 
you cannot learn something. 
The 
reader, the traveler, the investigator, 
the observer, each is a drinker at 
the .spring of knowledge. From each 
we may learn much, for none are

At Henry Picking Home 
“During the day, I found the 
house was not vacated, for Mr. 
Henry Picking, the owner, entered 
and spoke a few kindly words. As 
the shades of evening fell, a tall, 
slender, young-looking woman, bear­ 
ing the sweet likeness of her char­ 
acter upon her face, cams softly 
into the room. It was Mrs. Picking, 
who with her little children, had 
gone off in the morning beyond the 
reach of battle, and had now re­ 
turned. I began to express my re­ 
gret at being such an unwelcome 
intruder and to ask her to remove 
me out of her parlor to some quiet 
place where I would be less in the 
way until I could be removed. She 
did not let me get far, but stooping 
down by me, she asked me not to 
worry, saying the room was less 
used than any one in the house and 
the most convenient one for her to 
look after. She disappeared and in 
a little while was back again with 
a bowl of the best chicken soup 
tliat culinary skill ever devised. A 
bed and mattress and equipment 
followed, and a large sick-chair, for 
it was painful for me to lie down. 
When night came I was established! 
and Mr. Picking made his appear­ 
ance with his ruddy cheerful face, 
and bright children looked in at
